Response to Amendment 

1 . This Office action is in response to the amendment filed 06/09/201 0, wherein 
claims 1-4 and 7-17 are pending. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1, line 8 on page 4 of the claims filed 06/09/2010, the phrase "at least 
one stable free nitroxyl radical" is replaced by the phrase "the stable nitroxyl free 
radical". 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-4 and 7-17 are allowed.

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the present 
claims are allowable over the closest prior art reference of record: Schimmel et al. (US 
6,197,833). 

Corresponding to the limitations set forth in claim 1 , Schimmel et al. discloses a 
similar composition except that the prior art polymeric flow control agent, which 
corresponds to the claimed leveling agent, is prepared by ATRP and, consequently, 
does not have a nitroxyl group bound to the polymer. The reference also fails to teach 
the claimed alkoxyamines and/or stable nitroxyl free radicals. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
